A very abortslroli introduces the travel* 
ler lo all that ia to be seen of Grcytown; 
and a pretty Uule village it is — all wbito 
paint and green leaves and wavy palm 
trees. Tho slrecta are not paved with 
ncek-broaking atones, not eat out of Ihe 
white and blinding sand as in other Cen- 
tral American (owiib, but are covered 
with turf as verdant as an English lawn. 
In the inidst of the village is a largo green, 
which would remind thawandererof many 
a pleasant old-f^;^! atoned scene at hen^o, 
were it not for lUo feathery cocoa-palms 
planted at intervals along the grass. On' 
tho land side of tho houses are meadows 
and wild gardens, sepxUatcd from the 
jungle hy canal-like lagoons. Along thia 
Atlantio const the climate is frequently 
very irregular; tbe dry and rainy scaaena 
are soinbtimoa almost IraospoBed. Ptooda 
are also excessively common. Fever and 
ague, tliat curso of the Tropica, is very 
prevalent; hut I am satisfied ibat tho ex* , 
CcHBivo mortality of Grcy^own is lo be at- 
tributed lo tho habits of tho people rather 
than to any unbealthincsa of tho cUmate. 
Bchiud tlio village is a lurgc lagooo, which 
winda about for jniica, somclimca narrow- 
ing to a mere canal, but finally alrolcbing 
out into a broad slicot of water. Tho , 
iovolinc&s of tbie IJttlo lake, tho brightness ^ 
and variety of tho foliage that walla It in 
aud refloots itself in tbo clear, dork waler, j 
tho silent beauty of its long vistas, defy 
doacriplion. A broad grassy border of tho 
brightest green Q^^ round Ibo shallows; 
and froin tins vcnlunt onrpot a thousand 
fllronso varieties of a(),nalio plants epriog 
into brillpQnt blossom, The denso tropical 
foliage droopy heavily under the sunbeams, 
and dips its boughs in the ahadod water. 
Tufted iianks haog like ropes from tbo 
trees, "and ewuy gently wilh thfl stifled 
brccio, Jlcre and thero-floata a huge ali- - 
gfltor, Bhewing tho long ridges of his Boaly ' 
back abovo Iho aurfsco; big bulfrogs give 
forth a Bhudderin^' croak at slow intervals; 
a jungle crow wakes up wilh a drowsy ory 
and flita noiicleaaly over Iho water; or a 
sUrtlcd lliard drops from bis bough and 
scurries away witliout wcltlrg a aoale of 
hia aliiniog skin. HuBioaUy from tbe dis- 
ttmoc como tbo orloa and laughter of the 
batbhig negro girls; Ihe foam Bwlrta ind 
triokleabeneill; the llgbt paddle; and we 
elide aloog in a lotua dre^m until our

Ihbg cbea^, does so much work) sod is 
the maintainbg power of tho nation. 
These results are due to the fact (hat it 
b eap^ble of produebg heat in such great 
quantities, and heat and mechanical power 
are convertahle terms. It b rather a bu- 
milintingfaot that dl tho meehAnieal power 
during hb life b more tlian coveted by 
(he power stored np in one poor cart-load 
of ooal, lii^abt, the anhtblocal produce 
of the United EinEdom is eqidvatebt to' 
the power exerted 630^00,000 horaea, 
working eight houra per day, for one year. 
The work of rabing this omlI is eomething 
immense. The Qreat I^ramid b repor- 
ted to have been rabod by 100,000 men, 
working for twenty years, and it containa 
3,394,307 cnbbyArda of stone. Theeoel 
raised by about 250,000 Britbh coal min- 
era in tbo year 1865 waa about 100;000,. 
000 cubic yards, or tUrty times the bulk 
ofthe Great Pyramid.
